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Bad weather 
Dortends tight 
:uel situation

The nation s recent damaging weather - drought in 


the Western states and monster snows in the East — 
carries with it more than the threat of poor crops and 
flooding 


The weather is also threatening fuel supplies, and 


Nebraska could get caught in the crunch 


Summer vacationers may face spotty rationing via 


stations placing limits on purchases Some stations may oc- 
casionally run out and many may close their pumps early 
or on weekends 


Nebraska farmers, dependent on diesel oil to fuel 


everything from tractos to irrigation systems, might not 
get all they need 


There is some good news Local petroleum suppliers 


say they have not jet heard of any cutbacks in their fuel 
allocations and George Walters, director of Nebraska 
Petroleum Marketers, says there is plenty of gasoline to go 
around 


One of the problems is distribution Some areas of the 


country hav e a glut of certain fuels and that glut may not be 
transported to areas that need it with maximum efficiency 


Despite the claim there is plenty of fuel, energy of- 


ficials are concerned about what they say is a potential for 
limited fuel supplies in Nebraska 
There is a 'shortage' 


Dr R J Robel chairman of the Kansas Energy Ad- 


\isory Council, has told Gov J James Exon and other 
Nebraska officials that the term "crisis' in inaccurate but 
the country has "a shortage of domestic energy supplies ' 


The potential 1977 summer situation could be worse 


than the last big fuel problem which erupted when oil 
producing countries in Africa and the Middle East refused 
to sell crude oil to the United States in order to drive up 
prices That occurred m 1973 and resulted in widespread 
fuel shortages 


Robel, who is a project leader for an energy study com- 


missioned by Congress, compares the energy situation to a 
' chronic case of emphysema, gradually getting worse but 
not attracting much attention ' 


The energy problem, Robel said, is an imbalance 


between what is produced and what is consumed 


The country has a shortage of domestic natural gas 


Natural gas generates the energy to keep many factories 
open and it heats homes 


When severe snowstorms blanketed the East factories 


were ordered to curtail natural gas use Refineries 
produced more heating oil to fill an immediate need and 
less diesel oil and gasoline to fulfill future needs 


Industries cut off from natural gas supplies had to Find 


alternative fuel sources They used imported oil or natural 
gas, which is four to five more expensive than domestic 
natural gas Or, they looked to other forms of available, 
cheaper domestic fuel — such as diesel oil 


More people than ever are now competing for limited 


supplies of diesel fuel and diesel fuel is a fuel crucial to 
Nebraska's economy because it is the fuel used most by 
Nebraska's major industry — agriculture 


Less diesel oil in reserve 


Because of the severe winter, less diesel oil has been 


held m reserve February reports show there are 133 
million barrels of dyesel oil stored this year, compared to 
157 million barrels stored at this tune last year — a 
difference of 24 million barrels. 


According to Nebraska s .energy office administrator. 


George Dworak, "We have been burning next summer's 
diesel oil this winter " 


Just how severe gasoline and diesel oil shortages will 


be this summer depends on something which is unpredic- 
table — the weather 


If the remaining winter-season continues to be mild, 


crude oil won t have to be converted into fuel oil to heat 
homes and businesses Gasoline and diesel oil can be 
produced again 


And. if Nebraska has enough spring rain, farmers 


won't have to start irrigating as early to increase subsoil 
moisture A longer irrigation season increases the 
farmer's demand for fuel 37% of the state's irrigation 
systems use diesel fuel. 23% use natural gas. 


But, weather forecasters have predicted the state 


might not be so lucky Some have said this summer may 
rival the dustbowl year of 1934. 


Agriculture has top priority 


The Federal Energy Administration has given 


agriculture top priority for diesel fuel over other industry 
demands, but Dworak said farmers may have to irrigate 
more sparingly if the drought continues. 


"Farmers have been spoiled." Dworak said, because 


they have always received what they wanted 


Nebraska's problem, be said, is that the state has to 


import between 94 and 97% of all the fuel used by city 
dwellers and farmers alike 


The state energy office is working on a yet- 


unannounced plan to try to nuke sure that Nefaraskans 
have diesel fuel this summer and Nebraska already- uses an 
allocation plan for diesel fuel to "give them (the fanners) 
enough to keep them operating." Dworak said 


But what Dworak thinks is enough and what farmers 


think is enough may be two different things 


Public reaction" to a possible shortage may go a long 


way toward alienating the problem or aggravating it, 
Walters said

Feisty miner freed 


Tower City, Pa. (AP) - Ronald 


Adley, a feisty coal miner trapped deep 
inside a mountain for the longest five 
days of his life, squirmed to freedom/ 
Sunday and was taken to a hospital m 
good health 


Several hours later the bodies of two 


more coal miners w^re located, 
bringing to four the number killed b> 
the underground flood that trapped 
Adley last Tuesday 


Five more miners remained missing 


Efforts to locate them continued but no 
new signs of life were reported 


"Pass the jackhammer over to me 


Adley commanded as his rescuers 
burst through the last inches of a 50- 
foot wall of coal and quartz that had 
served as his prison door 


Then the 37-year-old miner put the 


finishing touches on a shoulder-wide es- 
cape tunnel and wiggled his 5-foot 7 
frame through He thanked his 
rescuers with slaps on the back and a 
few jokes 


It had taken them 108 hours to reach 


him He cut some of "the boredom bv 
chewing tobacco passed to him bv 
rescuers But when he had asked for 
whisky, they gave him only orange 
juice 


Turning down an offer to ride on a 


stretcher the mile to the mine s mouth 
Adley barked "Hell no I want to 
walk 


When he reached the sunlgiht he 


turned down an offer of sunglasses to 
cut the sudden glare 


"Adley is •mentally alert and 


physically in good shape He has 
several small abrasions of his 
forehead, legs and arms 
said James 


Kirk administrator of Pottsville 
Hospital where the miner was 


examined and admitted for observa- 
tion 


"They found my daddy, he's alive." 


said Justma, his 11-year-old daughter 
His wife, Anna Mae, hugged him all the 
way to the hospital 


' I couldn t stop them,' said am- 


bulance attendant Robert Zerbe "She 
just came in They were a little 
emotional for a while He sat up and 
they were hugging one another and 
kissing He was pretty well black 


I couldn t take his blood pressure 


because he was too emotional It 
vvouldn t have been any good " 


Adley and other miners were trapped 


at midday Tuesday beneath 400-foot- 
high Big Lick Mountain when a wall of 
ice cold water crashed through a shaft 
ceiling, battering support timbers and 
triggering rock slides Two bodies were 
found by late Wednesday Three miners 
who escaped were injured 


' It s a miracle, a miracle from God 


above 
said Adley s sister-in-law 


tears streaming down her face, when 
Adley came up 
^Vnd I pray the rest of 


the men down there will be following 
right behind him 


But \\alterJ Vmcinelly, state com- 


missioner of deep mine, safety, said 
there were no signs of other life in the 
10-foot wide 
10 foot high chamber 


where Adley and the two bodies found 
Sundaj had been 


Two teams of four men each con- 


tinued to search the area 
which 


penetrates an unknown distance into a 
black hole But it was only one of 
several sealed-off chutes in which other 
miners might be 


After Adley's rescue, workers fell 


silent so three dynamite blasts could be 
set off to simulate a miner s distress " 


signal and perhaps evoke a response 
from anyone trapped Sensitive in- 
struments detected nothing 


Meanwhile, efforts proceeded to dig 


435 feet into another area of the mine so 
television cameras and microphones 
could be lowered 


Authorities identified one of the 


latest victims as Ralph Renninger 40 
father of four daughters His body was 
sent toward the top 


The other body, that of Donald E 


Shoffler, 41, partially buried by four 
feet of lump coal remained below until 
rescue workers could shore up a loose 
roof 


The Kocher Coal Co mine 


honeycombed with abandoned shafts 
that over the years have trapped 
pockets of ram water, is located in 
Scbu>lkill County over Pennsylvania s 
major anthracite field 40 miles 
northeast of Harnsburg 


Since 1960 50 miners ha\e died in 


Schuylkill County 


Tuesday s cave-m occurred some 30 


miles from the site of another mine ac- 
cident that drew worldwide attention 14 
vears ago 


On the morning of Aug 27 1963 


miners Henry Throne and Da\id Fellm 
were hoisted 308 feet to safety after 
spending 14 days in a dark underground 
cell The body of a third miner was 
never recovered 


In that case, state rescue officials 


had called rescue impossible and only 
after relatives of the trapped men went 
to court did drilling to find them 
resume Then, a microphone lowered 
into a crevice detected voices 


So there was some lingering hope 


Sunday among the families of the mis- 
sing miners

Kampala. Uganda (AP) — Ugandan 


President Idi Amin said Sunday be wanted 
the United States to reopen its embassy in 
Kampala and be predicted'that President 
Carter will be "one of my best friends " 


In his first meeting with US cor- 


respondents since his dispute with 
Washington over the 240 Americans living m 
Uganda. Amin said he had both friends and 
enemies in the US Central Intelligence 
Agency 


"Some of the top people in the CIA are my 


friends and some are against me," he toM 
correspondents from The Associated Press. 
CBS and NBC in a meeting at his presiden- 
tial lodge 


• I like Carter as a person." Amm said, 


"bot I don't think he understands me or 
even Africa He doesn't know African policy 
and only follows reports from exiles' 


Aram said that Ugandan refugees, who 


have crossed arto Kenya and Tanzania with 
stories of government massacres of 
Christians and Amins opponents, 
are 


speaking bad thmgs about me to get money 
irom the newspapers." 


Refagees front Uganda have satd hun- 


dreds of Anna's political opponents were 
dan last month after an alleged coop 
attempt farm charged that the effort to 
overthrow his government was backed by 
the United State*.

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More survivors dug out 
of rubble of earthquake 


Bucharest, Romania (AP) - Workers 


digging through the rubble of buildings shattered 
by an earthquake two days ago rescued more 
survivors Sunday but the death toll of some 600 
persons was expected to rise. 


President Nicolae Ceausescu toured central 


Romania where there was heavy damage from 
the quake that rocked a vast area of Eastern 
Europe. 


Romanian officials said 580 persons were 


killed in the country, including 506 in Bucharest. 
To the south, 20 deaths and 165 injuries were 
reported in Buglaria while there was one death 
and more than 100 injuries in Yugoslavia. 


The Romanian Communist Party newspaper 


Scienteia said the toll was likely to be higher. 
Western diplomats cited reports from hospital 
sources indicating as many as 4,000 persons may 
have perished in Bucharest alone. 


Hospitals were jammed. Radio Bucharest 


said 4,800 persons were treated in the capital 
Sunday and about 900 were hospitalized. Reports 
Saturday said 1,773 persons had been given 
medical treatment. 


While the greatest loss of live appeared to be 


in Bucharest,'a tour of Craiova, a city of 85,000 
southwest of the capital, and said its historic 
center would'be restored. Local officials es- 
timated restoration might be more expensive 
than replacing the structures, including 
churches dating from the 16th centruy. 


The official death count for Craiova was 34, 


but many buildings were destroyed. At the Com- 
munist Party headquarters, sections of the 
ceiling had crashed to the floor. Gold-leaf rococ- 
co decorations were torn loose in the nearby art 
museum, where 10 to 15% of the an collection 
was damaged, according to the museum direc- 
tor. 


In the ancient town of Zimnicea. on the 


Danube south of Bucharest, about 80% of the 
buildings were so badly damaged they would 
have to be demolished, officials said. 


Officials in Zimnicea. a farming town of 15,- 


000, said five persons were killed there. 


In Bucharest, the heaviest damage was in a 


20-block area near the heart of the city of 1.5 
million. The capital is 120 miles south of the 
epicenter of the quake in the Translyvanian 
Alps. 


Radio Bucharest reported that teams of 


soldiers and civilians continued to dig through 
the debris. Some people trapped in a construc- 
tion site of the Bucharest subway system could 
be heard calling for help late Sunday, the radio 
said. 


Four people were rescued after being buried 


for two days in a collapsed building near Com- 
munist Party headquarters. People clustered 
behind police and army cordons to watch rescue 
operations. 


Jean Thibeault, Canadian ambassador to 


Romania, said in a telephone interview that 
police quickly took control after the tremors 
struck and there was no evidence of looting. 


"The people in Bucharest behaved very 


well," he said. "The people are taking shelter in 
university buildings. Others are doubling up." 


At least 32 buildings collapsed in Bucharest, 


many of them seven- and eight-story apartment 
blocks. Officials said there might have been 
even more deaths if the quake had occurred 
during the daytime. 


The government announced it had provided 


temporary quarters for more than 4,300 people. 
Although cracks were noted in some major 
hotels they continued to offer accommodations. 


Agerpres, the state news agency, estimated 


2,900 apartments had been evacuated. 
Ceausescu visited the ruins of apartments and a 
new computer center in Bucharest and said they 
were poorly built. He demanded an investiga- 
tion, Agerpress said. 


Radio Bucharest said people in other cities 


sent aid to the capital. 


Agerpres announced that the government 


had set up a relief fund of S83 million to rebuild 
homes and replace lost goods.

Coiprimerce Department to increase city poverty role 


Washing*^ (AP) — Secretary Juanita 


Kreps says "the Commerce Department is 
strengthening its efforts to revive sagging 
local economies that have left thousands out of 
work in the nation's older cities and towns. 


Until recently, the department has had lit- 


tle role in the war on urban poverty, and Mrs. 
Kreps' pledge to enter the fray may signal 
Carter administration efforts to stimulate 
private investment in the cities. 


"No statistical trick can hide the fact that 


structural unemployment, low incomes and 
small-business, failures have been heavily con- 
centrated in the older cities and towns," Mrs. 
Kreps said Sunday. 


Her remarks were prepared for delivery to 


2.400 city officials who gathered for a three- 
day meeting of the National League of Cities. 


The Commerce Department's Economic 


Development Administration is providing a 
pipeline for K billion in federal anti-recession 
public works aid that couid mean jobs in every 
state for 300,000 unemployed Americans. 


Most of the money was to be targeted to 


areas with especially'high jobless rates, but 
EDA was harshly criticized by city officials 
who said too much went to communities with 
lesser employment problems. 


Many city officials would like to shift EDA 


to the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development, whose bureaucracy is thought to 
be more responsive to their problems. 


Under legislation now before Congress, 


another $4 billion would be earmarked during 
the next two years for local public works 
projects. Currently, funds are being used for 


projects ranging from street maintenance in 
New York City to building a helicopter landing 
pad on a remote Indian reservation in Arizona. 


Most of the money will be spent in cities, 


and Mrs. Kreps asked the city officials to en- 
sure that persons, such as black teen-agers, 
whose high rates of unemployment are respon- 
sible for gaining the federal money, will get 
jobs. 


She noted that the black teen-age jobless 


rate remains at about 40%, and alluded to fears 
that such joblessness could ignite street 
violence in the nation's cities this summer. 


The public works money is far more than 


the EDA has available for its more general 
economic development purposes. In fact, EDA 
funds would be cut from this year's $360 
million to »33» million by President Carter un- 


der the budget he unveiled last month. 


Nevertheless, Mrs. Kreps said, "A greater 


share of EDA' funds will be available to needy 
cities." 


The EDA "is the focal point of our nation's 


urban and regional economic development 
policies," she said. "It provides the tools — 
public works assistance, loans for land 
assembly and site preparation, business loans, 
planning grants and technical assistance — to 
encourage private investment in depressed 
areas." 


Prior to last year, the EDA funded mostly 


rural economic development projects. But 
Congress amended its authority to expand ur- 
ban funding, and Mrs. Kreps said 250 cities 
with populations greater than 50,000 now are 
eligible to receive EDA money.

Cairo (AP) - 
African and Arab foreign 


ministers endorsed a declaration Sunday condem- 
ning Israel for trying to "change the geographic 
and demographic status" of land it has captured in 
wars with Arab nations. 


The declaration urged the Organizations of 


African Unity, the Arab League and the United 
Nations to continue to "exert ali efforts to increase 
the political and economic isolation of Israel, South 
Africa and Rhodesia as long as they continue their 
racial and aggressive policies."

Fairbanks, Alaska (AP) - A man shuffled into 


the police station and said he wanted to get warm.

Washington (AP) — President Carter, atten- 


ding dedication ceremonies for the Children's 
Hospital National Medical Center, said Sunday the 
nation has let its preventative health care stan- 
dards deteriorate in recent decades. 


But he said his administration was 


emphasizing the need for health care for children. 


Pressure brought on Shtern 


Moscow (AP) - The wife of imprisoned Jewish 


doctor Mikhail Shtern says authorities are bringing 
pressure to make him confess to a charge of bribery 
which he denied at his trial. 


Infant eruption discovered 


Juneau, Alaska (AP) — A Coast Guard cutter

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Gonzalez says 
'probe' unlikely 


San Antonio, Tex. (AP) - Rep. Henry B. Gonzalez says the 


assassination of John F. Kennedy will never be investigated in a 
meaningful way "because vast and powerful forces, including 
tfte country's most sophisticated crime element, won't stand for 


"This criminal element is all-pervasive, loaded with 


nothing but money and in many ways more potent than the 
government itself," said Gonzalez, a Texas Democrat who sub- 
mitted his resignation last week as chairman of the U.S. House 
Assassination Committee. 


In an interview published Sunday in the San Antonio 


Express-News, Gonzalez said other forces against the in- 
vestigation include "the Kennedy family and heavy business in- 
terests m the Dallas-Fort Worth area who don't want all the old 
JFK muck raked up." 


The congressman called the assassination probe^ommittee 


"a put-on job and a hideous farce that was never intended to 
work." 


He criticized the committee's chief counsel. Richard 


Sprague, as an "unconscionable scoundrel" and added: 


"Sprague tried to spend committee money on long-distance 


phone calls to his Philadelphia law firm and to the home of his 
girlfriend there. And get this. He actually took a little Acapiilco 
vacation for himself while on the committee payroll." 


Contacted at his home in Philadelphia, Sprague refused 


comment. 


Gonzalez predi ted the committee will torget about the 


Kennedy assassination now and go into "a weak, one-legged in- 
vestigation of the Martin Luther King assassination as a sop to 
blacks." 


Gonzalez resigned as committee chairman following a 


showdown with Sprague during which Gonzalez tried to fire 
Sprague but fellow committee members supported the tormer 
Pennsylvania -prosecutor. 


His resignation has not yet been formally accepted. 
Gonzalez said he tried to call House Speaker Thomas 


O'Neill and fellow Texan Majority Leader Jim Wright, to enlist 
their support. 


"It was an exercise in futility," Gonzalez said. "The fix was 


in." 


He said he was then aware "at last that the House 


leadership never had intended for the JFK investigation to fly, 
and indeed had refabricated the whole thing for the skids." 
Gas probe data 
given Justice Dept. 


Washington (AP) — Interior Secretary Cecil Andrus said 


Sunday his department is supplying the Justice Department in- 
formation from Interior's probe of whether natural gas is being 
withheld from the market. 


Asked whether court action or possible prosecution might 


follow if producers were found to be holding back supplies, An- 
drus said "absolutely." 


"The Justice Department is now sharing all the data that 


we have and will have in the future to give that guarantee to the 
American people," Andrus said in an appearance on ABC's 
"Issues and Answers." 


Andrus noted that some producers have been told their 


leases for offshore tracts will not be renewed until they produce 
a timetable for putting the areas into production. 


And he added that he has ordered producers on federal 


lands to increase their production. 


On a variety of other topics Andrus said: 
— He believes President Carter-still plans to decontrol 


natural gas prices over a period of four or five years. 


— Several water projects which the administration is con- 


sidering deleting would not provide any solution to the Western 
drought this year or next even if built. 


— In addition to the 19 projects currently being reviewed 


"we will continue to look at projects inAe future on a different- 
criteria than what has been looked upon in the past." 


— Carter will issue his energy message April 20 and "for 


me to be on your program and give his energy message in ad- 
vance, then you want me to be unemployed." 


— The Interior Department will not spend federal money 


for cloud seeding or other attempts to change weather until 
more is known about this process.

Police official inspects wreckage at can factory. 
Single-engine plane crashes 
through Chicago factory wall 


Chicago (UPI) — A plane whose single 


engine was sputtering crashed into a factory 
and touched off a fire on the southwest side of 
Chicago Sunday, killing one occupant and 
seriously injuring two others. 


The plane severed power lines when it 


came down two miles northeast of Midway Air- 
port. It tore through the wall of the one-story, 
Brick International Can Co. and the Midwest 
Can Co., igniting a four-alarm fire. 


Once occupant, Victor Amodeo. 23, of 


Chicago, was pronounced dead on arrival at St. 
Anthony Hospital. Two other men aboard the 
plane, which had departed from Midway Air- 
port 10 minutes earlier, were injured seriously. 


Thomas Kusek, 24, of Chicago, was taken 


by helicopter to Cook County Hospital, where 
he was in critical condition with burns over 


most of his body. A St. Anthony Hospital 
spokesman said the man taken there was 
screaming with pain and unable to give his 
name. 


Nick Molsen, chief traffic controller at 


Midway, said the pilot radioed minutes after 
takeoff that "he was having engine trouble and 
he was coming back in for a landing im- 
mediately." 


"He was cleared for a landing on any 


runway immediately and apparently he didn't 
make it," Molsen said. 


When the plane exploded, it ignited 


between 50 and 60 gallons of alcohol in the rear 
of the building. Police Commander John 
Haberkorn Jr. said. He said four can company 
employes were in the rear of the building but 
they escaped unharmed. 


Kentucky Klan head attacks charges 


Shepherdsville,Ky. (UPI) -Sherman 


Adams, Kentucky bead of the Ku Klux 
Klan. indicted with 12 others on charges 
connected with a vigilante-style "drug 
raid" on a teen-agers' party, said Sunday 
officials in Bullitt County were trying to 
bust the Klan to make a name for 
themselves. 


Adams. 55. Grand Dragon of the 


United Klans of America, faces charges 
ranging from armed robbery to criminal 
conspiracy for allegedly raiding a 
private party at a mobile home near 
Shepherdsville Feb. 11. 


Adams and 10 of his codefendents were 


released during the weekend on |20,000 
bond each after pleading innocent in 
Bullitt Circuit Court. Two other men in- 
dicted on similar charges have not been 
apprehended, according to Kentucky 


State Police. 


"The Klan is on trial down here, not 


people,-" Adams said. He accused 
prosecutors in this county, just south of 
Louisville, with "trying to make a name 
for themselves for busting the Klan." 


Authorities said the indictments 


stemmed from a raid in which more than 
a dozen armed men, some masked, 
entered a trailer where 19 young persons 
were having a party, announced they 
were from "The Klan" and said they 
were staging a private drug raid. 


Police said some of the partygoers 


were injured, shots were fired and the 
trailer was damaged. 


Thomas Waller, Bullitt County com- 


monwealth's attorney, said he dM not 
consider it necessary to prove Klan in- 
volvement to prosecute the case, which 


he said probably would not come to trial 
until after the summer. 


"I wouldn't think the Klan as such an 


organization has any viable support in 
the county." said Waller.. 


"Where you get into a situation where 


any group of people, Klan or anyone else, 
think they can enforce the law 
themselves by clandestine actions, 
they're doing more harm than the good 
they claim to represent. This was 
allegedly a drug raid, to my knowledge 
'no drugs were found." 


Adams and his followers belong to a 


Klan organization headed by Imperial 
Wizard Robert Shelton of Tuscaloosa. 
Ala. The Klan surfaced in the area when 
court-ordered busing for school 
desegregation became a heated issue in 
nearbv Louisville. 
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Black, white Africa are 
more than worlds apart

Kinshasa, Zaire (AP) - It is a very long 


journey from Soweto to the capitals of indepen- 
dent Africa. A journey measured in more than 
mere miles. 


A visitor crossing the racial dividing line 


from South Africa into the heart of black Africa 
finds the contrasts striking. 


Although neighbors, the blacks of white- 


governed Africa and those in independent black 
Africa live worlds apart, separated by two 
decades of post-colonial independence. 


For the traveler from Johannesburg the 


restraints on multiracial contact suddenly are 
gone, the segregated townships such as Soweto 
no more. 


There is no crime in whites and blacks dan- 


cing in the nightclubs of Accra in Ghana, sharing 
the chic French restaurants of Dakar in Senegal 
or relaxing together on the beaches of Lagos in 
Nigeria. 


Here in Kinshasa, once Leopoldville, capital 


of the Belgian Congo, the taxis and buses are in- 
tegrated as are the swimming pools and movie 
theaters of Abidjan in the Ivory Coast. 


The tables are reversed in this part of Africa 


as whites become dependent upon blacks for 
work permits, travel visas and other official dis- 
pensations 


Two decades of political independence have 


brought the people of black Africa a self- 
confidence and assertiveness often lacking 
among the blacks of South Africa, Rhodesia and 
South-West Africa (Namibia). 


The degree and extent of sophistication in 


black Africa's burgeoning elite outstrips by far 
the black "upper class" in South Africa. 


After long exposure to black acceptance of 


white whim in South Africa the traveler from 
Johannesburg is confronted by black immigra- 
tion officials and finds himself caught up in the 
racial cosmopolitanism of black Africa's cities 
that is notably lacking in South Africa. 


Blacks look whites in the eye, not in defiance 


but in the relaxed manner of an independent peo- 
ple. 


In Senegal, it occurs to the traveler that the 


marriage of President Leopold Senghor, whose 
conservative politics are admired by officials in 
South Africa, would be banned because his wife 
Colette is white and French. 


A comparison of Soweto, the,,segregated 


township of a million blacks about 10 miles 
southwest of Johannesburg, with the urban 
centers of independent black Africa underlines 
other differences. 


Soweto is clean, but dreary and 


monotonous; neatly planned, but seemingly 
lifeless, a white-run city of solid but soulless 
assembly-line brick homes 


The unplanned cities of black Africa are 


sprawling slums, ant hills of humanity crowded 
into ramshackle shanties surrounding downtown 
skyscrapers 


But if black Africa's cities are chaotic and 


filthy they also are vibrant, colorful and lively, 
where people display a joy of living amid a 
degree of poverty unseen in Soweto 


Residents of Soweto and other black 


townships in South Africa can find some enter- 
tainment in government-sponsored .beer halls or 
illegal speakeasies called shabeens. 


But night life in Soweto is no match for the 


raucous conviviality found after hours in the 
drinking parlors of "La Cite" district of 
Kinshasa or the bars in other cities in black 
Africa 


Whites may intrude without fear on the open 


air bars or street parties of black Africa, 
greeted by smiles, multi-decibel blasts of "Afro- 
rock" and fast-flowing beer. 


In sharp contrast, white may not enter black 


townships in South Africa without a permit, and 
a sense of fear pervades the few who do 


But there seems to be a distinct lack of 


knowledge on each side of the great racial divide 
about life on the other side. 


A black maid in South Africa registered 


amazement when told that whites and blacks 
live side by side m black Africa without incident. 


A black man m Kinshasa was surprised to 


learn that Gatsha Buthelezi. leader of South 
Africa's four million Zulus, has repeatedly 
denounced white supremacy and called for 
majority rule but remains out of jail. 


That sort of political challenge would not be 


tolerated in Zaire or the many one-party states 
or military dictatorships in black Africa 


Nor would many sensitive black African 


governments long accept the persistent and 
often strident antigovernment editorials routine- 
ly appearing in the black newspaper The World 
in Johannesburg.

Save Niobrara forces joyful, 
determined after court victory 


U.S. District Judge Warren Urbom's 


ruling last week on what he found to be 
inadequacy in pre-construction planning 
has thrown a wrench into the machinery 
gearing'up for serious work on the 
O'Neill unit irrigation-recreation project 
on the Niobrara River east of Valentine. 


Opponents of the Norden dam 


project, joyful over the weekend in the 
wake of Urbom's decision, see the ruling 
as a first step to halting the project 
altogether. Proponents — who have 
worked for decades to get approval of 
the project which would bring irrigation 
water to some 77,000 acres of farmland 
in the O'Neill area where irrigation 
development is intensive — say publicly 
that this judicial interference will have 
only a temporary effect. One supporter 
said it would slow down project develop- 
ment by'-only a few months, perhaps, 
while the Bureau of Reclamation sets 
about ta correct deficiencies Urbom 
found in the environmental impact state- 
ment which was one of the justifications 
used in gaining congressional approval of 
the project. 


But the effect of Urbom's decision 


on the project's future perhaps will not 
be immediately recognizable. 


When the Save the Niobrara River 


Association (SNRA), which brought the 
lawsuit challenging the environmental 
impact statement, organized formally on 
a stormy night in Bassett almost two 
years ago, the members of the fledgling 
organization talked uncertainly but 
hopefully about going to court to "buy 
some time" in order to pursue a broad- 
based campaign calling attention to what 
they perceive to be an unnecessary, 
expensive, environmentally harmful 
project. 


They have bought some time, at 


some sacrifice, with that lawsuit filed 
shortly after the first meetings in the 
surnme£,.of 1975. 


Ana fii a climate in Washington, with 


a new administration, which is favorable 
to revifewing water projects now on the 
boards with an eye toward re-evaluating 
their need, cost and environmental im- 
pact, it is possible that O'Neill unit op- 


ponents can make further headway in 
getting the project de-authorized. The 
highly vocal, negative reaction to Presi- 
dent Carter's removing funding for 19 
water projects from the 1978 budget 
which exploded in Congress two weeks 
ago may be tamed by the time the 
review process is complete. 


But the tenacity and the political 


support of O'Neill unit proponents should 
never be underestimated. 


They have a project which has been 


authorized by Congress, even if Judge 
Urbom has ordered all work halted pen- 
ding corrective work on the environmen- 
tal impact statement, and they have the 
active support of many elected officials 
in Nebraska. If that support is dwindling 
among some, at least there is little ac- 
tive opposition to the project among 
elected officials in or from Nebraska. 


There is still a political battle to be 


fought, it would appear. 


Judge Urbom's ruling, while 


heartening the anti-dam forces, also 
pointed out that the bureau's en- 
vironmental impact statement — a docu- 
ment which is used as a basis for making 
decisions to build a projector not — was 
something of a pro forma exercise, 
rather than a serious, accurate discus- 
sion'of the project's impact. 


Urbom ruled the statement deficient 


because it does not adequately discuss 
dangers of geological stability, effect of 
the project on groundwater quality and 
potential impact on wildlife in the area. 
An alternative to the project that would 
not deplete groundwater reserves should 
have been in the statement, Urbom also 
ruled. 


Although the judge upheld the 


bureau on many of toe charges against 
the statement made by SNRA, the ruling 
charging inadequacy in four important 
areas suggests that the statement was 
too inferior to use objectively; more 
propaganda than a statement of impact. 


The question comes to mind: how 


many other such statements on federal 
projects are similarly deficient? How 
many times has Congress allowed itself 
to be sold a bill of goods? 


Back on the scene 


Terry Carpenter has been nominated 


by Gov. Jim Exon as a member of the 
.new Nebraska Accountability and 
Disclosure Commission, a watchdog 
agency which is supposed to keep an eye 
on campaign financing, conflict of in- 
terest and lobbying. 


The agency, upon which the gover- 


nor and the secretary of state also sit, 
has fireworks potential and with 
Carpenter a member, there is no telling 
what would happen. 


Carpenter, not yet confirmed for the 


post, hag already said the Legislature 
'should consider removing the governor 


and the secretary of state as members of 
the commission. He believes political of- 
ficeholders shouldn't be the watchdogs of 
political activity. We agree. 


Carpenter, the long-time politician 


from Scottsbluff has been out of office 
for two years. He faces a confirmation 
hearing this week before the 
Legislature's Committee on Com- 
mittees. 


He has promised at that time to give 


senators further ideas on how political 
accountability laws should be enforced.

Searching for answers

Radnor, Pa. — Public concern over near- 


term energy shortages seem to be relaxing in 
the East as the severity of winter's weather 
recedes Jwith the approach of spring. But 
there has. been no lessening of attention to 
long-term energy problems in this town's 
headquarters for one of the nation's largest 
integrated oil companies. Nor is the guard 
being let down in other energy circles. 


In a recent interview at his company's 


modern, low-slung corporate offices in the 
rolling hills near tbe banks of the'Schuykill 
River, about 10 miles west of Philadelphia, 
H. Robert Sharbaugh. tbe energetic, young 
chairman of the Sun Co., said be is devoting 
much of his time these days trying to alert 
various elements of society to the natrre and 
tbe possible implications of the complex 
energy situation. 


Sharbaugh has been making frequent 


trips to Washington and to other parts of tbe 
country for some tune to acquaint politicians, 
security analysts and other groups with the 
dimensions of the problem and suggesting, 
three paths of action to cope with it 


The basic elements of Ms plan cover 


greater attention to "prudent conservation" 
that has a minimum effect on the American 
economy and employment; accelerated 
development of national energy lesuutces 
that recognizes economic and environmental 
realities, aad a maximization of our export 
potential *> enable tbe United States "to con- 
tinue to pay OPEC tbe price it demands for 
the od we need." 


Sharbaagh, who started a chain of in- 


novations at th^ ones qinet and conservative 
01! company when he took the chief 
execalave^ reins two aad one-half years ago 
at the age of 45, concedes he does not have all 
the answers to the energy problems of the 
United States Bat be bdieves there is m 
urg ent need to try to find the answers thrown 
a lugb-level national leadership cunfaeme 
on energy policy, 


He has been pushing for such « con- 


ference for lome time, u meetiafs with con- 
gressmen and in letters to high administra- 
tion officials, tat admitted the otter day 
that he did not yet see "any froondsbelJ sup- 
port' for sach a conclave of the nation's top 
government officials, academic experti and 
business and labor leaders involved m energy 
matters. Uadaantot be intends to keep ad- 
vocating it, even after the admrfstribon 
brags focta it* praniaed nataottl energy 


"I'm not talking about a brief one or two- 


day conference that barely touches on many 
parts of the energy problem," he said. "I 
think we need a fairly long two-part summit 
meeting on energy, with perhaps a lapse of a 
few months between sessions, after the ad- 
ministration's program is announced and 
before Congress acts on it. 


"The first part would be devoted to fact- 


finding, with no policy debate at all. It would 
have to develop the true facts on supplies, 
consumption trends, the outlook etc. Then, 
the second part would try to develop a con-, 
sensus on 'bow to deal with the underlying 
facts and trends and to build a public recep- 
tivity to whatever the policy debate deter- 
mines." 


Sharbaugh says there has been too much 


confusion about the nation's energy situation 
to enable policy-makers to arrive at proper 
programs of action for the future. He 
believes a fall-Mown public conference would 
eliminate many of the clouds, bring forth 
greater disctosiveness about energy data, and 
make clear the consequences of various 
energy options available to the nation. 


While he agrees it is most important to 


have the government prominently involved in 
the effort to determine long-range goals for 
energy development and for ontuning the 
tradeoffs that would be feasible to ac- 
complish the esublisbedgoak.be is ntroogly 
opposed to having government intimately in- 
volved in the process of implementing the 
goals ultimately set after goverament- 
industry-pubik discussion. 


In that position. UK top San executive 


differs somewhat with some of the proposals 
recently ootiiaed by another prominent ofl in- 
dustry leader, Thornton Bradshaw, president 
of the Atlantic Richfield Co., in an article in 
Fortane magatiae. 


Bradshaw. saying But "business does not 


torn operate in a free-eoterpnse system b*t 
rather as part of a mqK mix of private aad 
government forces," maintained that the 
free market alone coald not brag toe nation 
to its goal of energy security. He thus 
recommended that the government should 
permanently manage the production goals for 
various forms of energy 


The Bradshiw article and tbe coming ad- 


mimstration national energy policy will ob- 
viously stir considerable debate in tbe 
months ahead. Tbe high-level conference on 
energy advocated by Sbarbaugh might 
provide » suitable forum to help sort oat all 
the pieces of a difficult pozde.

Waiting for Charley. 
The political pieces which construct 


the 1978 election puzzle will not begin to 
fit into place until Charley Thorn 
makes his intentions known. 


Three major contests will be affected 


by that decision: the Senate race, the 
gubernatorial scrip and the con- 
gressional showdown in his own First 
District. 


Thone is at the threshold of a major 


decision on his future. 


It involves not only whether to stay in 


the House, but whether to stay in 
politics and whether to stay in 
Washington. 


It revolves about whether to return 


from national to state politics, where 
he first attempted to gain office more 
than a decade ago; whether to return to 
Lincoln, a city which be misses, and 
whether to return to his law practice 
and its accompanying likely financial 
rewards. 


So this- is no decision which the con- 


gressman is going to make lightly. And 
if it takes awhile, that should be un- 
derstandable. 


Thone has been in the House since 


1971, and a fifth term is probably his for 
the asking next year. 


If he decides to leave (hat seat, there 


would be a scramble to replace him. 
Both party primaries should be filled 
with some interesting names, both 
familiar and new. 


If Thone decides to go for tbe Senate 


seat being vacated by Carl Curtis, the 
Republican Party will be assured of a 
big-name contender for Governor 
Exon, whose Democratic nomination is 
his if he wants it. 


Otherwise, the GOP may have trou- 


ble finding more than a token opponent 
for the governor next year. 


If Thone decides to seek the gover- 


norship next -year, he will face a 
spirited primary tussle with early- 
starting Vance Rogers. And there may 
be others — although the number would 
likely be held down by a Thone can- 
didacy. 


Thone would be the favorite — but 


never 'underestimate a- good organiza- 
tion, strong financing, a hard-working 
candidate and an early start. 


In 1966, Nobby Tiemann came out of 


nowhere (apologies to Wausa) to knock 
off a big name, former Gov. Val Peter- 
son, in the GOP primary with just those 
factors in his corner. 


The Republican gubernatorial 


nominee probably goes against Jerry 
Whelan in the general election show- 
down next year — although Whelan 
may face primary opposition himself. 


Republicans consider the lieutenant 


governor an easier target than Exon. 
(In fact, they consider anyone an easier 


target than the governor.) So tbe GOP 
gubernatorial primary may attract 
more big names than the Senate race. 


What will Thone do? 
His instincts, I think point to Uncoln 


and, probably, to a race for the gover- 
norship. But that doesn't mean that all 
of the factors which be must weigh will 
add up to that decision. 


Personal, private, family and finan- 


cial considerations are all at play, and 
they may point to a different course. 


But you might remember that Thone 


pointed himself toward the gover- 
norship a long time ago. 


Upon returning to Nebraska after 


serving as Roman Hruska's, Senate 
assistant, Thone set up law practice in 
Lincoln, sought and" won the 
Republican state chairmanship and 
prepared for a bid for the governorship 
in 1962. 
Fred Seaton's decision to enter that 


contest discouraged Thone from 
making ihe race, and he withdrew. 


In 1964, he made his only statewide 


race for elective office, winning the 
GOP nomination for lieutenant gover- 
nor, but falling to Phil Sorensen in the 
general election, a victim, hf part, of 
the Goldwater debacle. 


Thone considered another bid for that 


office in 1966, but finally decided 
against it. And he remained out of the 
political spotlight until the GOP tapped 
him to succeed Bob Denney in the 
House in 1970. 


So a bid for the governorship, if it oc- 


curs,would not be surprising next year. 
It would return Thone to the city he 
prefers (win or lose) and to pursuit of 
the political goal he once set for 
himself 15 years ago.

Hard, cold reality of the energy problem 


Washington — The Carter 


administration is serious in a 
way that its predecessors were 
not about coping with an 
energy problem that is real, 
growing, and a grave threat to 
modem civilization. 


The energy crisis is not going 


to go away, as most Americans 
thought it did when the Arab 
embargo ended in 1974. It is not 
going to'be solved by gim- 


mickry or swift technological 
breakthrough. 


The energy crisis is not 


merely the product of an oil 
company conspiracy, as some 
consumers think, although 
company policies do affect oil 
and gas supplies and prices. 
Nor is,the crisis going to be 
broken by giving the oil com- 
panies even greater profits and 
more incentives to produce, 


although these might result in 
some increase in production. 


The hard truth, as the Carter 


administration sees it, is that 
the world's oil supplies cannot 
much longer sustain' the 
world's increasing oil con- 
sumption. It is not true that if 
proper policies are followed, 
enough new oil fields can be 
located and tapped so that the 
world can go on consuming oil

as at present — at an annual 
rate of increase of about 1% in 
the United States, for the 
worst example in the world. 


World capacity to sustain 


such expansion will flatten out 
in the 1980's; if consumption 
then continues at the same 
level, the world's oil will dis- 
appear in the first decade of 
the 21st Century. Oil consump- 
tion therefore has to be 
reduced, here and throughout 
the world, and new energy 
sources have to be developed. 


That is the reality that 


neither Richard Nixon in his 
Watergate travail nor Gerald 
Ford in his brief tenure ever 
really drove home to the 
American people or finally ad- 
dressed himself to, in realistic 
policy. That is the reality that 
underlines the Carter ad- 
ministration's pleas for a 
cabinet-level Department of 
Energy, and that is the reality 
Carter himself will finally lay 
before the American people 
when he announces a com- 
prehensive energy policy in 
April. 
^ 


Conversations with officials 


heavily involved in developing 
that policy — men like James 
Scblesinger, who will head the 
Energy Department, and 
Secretary of Transportation 
Brock Adams — stress one 
point. If the nation begins 
taking sensible steps now to 
cope with the energy crisis, it 
can do so with relatively little 
change in its so-called 
lifestyle. But if it does nothing, 
or too little, the modern 
American way of life will 
become impossible to sustain 
within three or four decades. 


Adams, for example, will 


have announced by July 1 a set 
of standards 
for 
the 


automobile companies that, 
beginning with 1981 models, 
will require tbe development 
by 1985 of cars that will deliver 
27.5 miles to the gallon of fuel 
By 1985, therefore. Americans 
are going to be driving 
smaller, lighter, less powerful 
cars, perhaps with innovative 


engines or fuels. But they will 
still be using automobiles and 
Detroit will still be making 
them (and making profits from 
them) and the mobility and 
convenience of that mode of 
transportation will have been 
largely preserved. 


The Carter energy policy 


will require, for another exam- 
ple, a much higher level of 
housing insulation than now 
exists for many houses, and 
may have to offer some form 
of subsidy to help individual 
homeowners achieve it. But 
the overall pattern of suburban 
living need not necessarily be 
much altered. 


It is not hard to see other 


things that will have to be done 
— more reliance on coal 
reserves, for example, new 
processes to gassify and 
desulphurize coal, far greater 
emphasis on solar energy 
research, more consistent and 
sensible regulatory pro- 
cedures. A stiff gasoline 
tax or some other device to 
force reduced consumption 
probably will be necessary, 
too. 


But the real problem, for 


the moment, is political. 
Scblesinger is concerned, for 
one thing, about the tendency 
toward what he called 
"Balkanization" - the 
breaking up of the country into 
regional and state interest 
groups pushing their own 
..energy requirements at the 
expense of others. Beyond 
that, the first and most basic 
step has to be taken by Jimmy 
Carter; be has to convince the 
American people that there is 
an unavoidable energy crisis 
that is going to require change, 
sacrifice and hard choices 
from all of them. 


That might better have been 


done at the time of the em- 
bargo in 1973 and 1974, but the 
moment slipped away: just 
recently oil imports rose to the 
level of 10 million barrels dai- 
ly, far above pre-embargo 
levels. Tbe long hard winter 
just past gives Carter a new 
opportunity to make the case, 
and bis energy advisors say he 
aims to do it

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Big blowout controlled by Benkelman rancher

Ask your average farmer 


what a blowout is and he thinks 
you are talking about a tire on 
his pickup or tractor. But in 
western Nebraska, a blowout 
is a hole in the ground caused 
by the wind 


Phi) Martin of Benkelman is 


one farmer-rancher who has 
managed to control a blowout. 
His success brought him a 
measure of fame in 1961 as a 
young member of the local 
chapter of the Future Farmers 
of America. 


The blowout was a rather 


famous one that is believed to 
have started when a cow was 
killed by lightning. 


"I don't know how long ago it 


was, but I can recall oldtinwrs 
telling me that the cows were 
pawing the dirt around the 
cow. The wind started blowing 
the dirt away and it just kept 
on growing," Martin said. 


The blowout probably began 


at the turn of the century as a 
small patch of sand around the 
dead cow. By the time Martin 
was in high school it had 
widened to 150 yards and was a 


half mile long and 50 or more 
feet deep. Worse yet, it was 
still expanding every time the 
wind blew. The sand from the 
huge pit was cutting off nearby 
grass in a wide area. 


Phil began his effort to con- 


trol the damage by fencing cat- 
' tie out of the huge hole. Cows 
liked to lie on the warm, fine 
sand and constantly stirred it 
so plants couldn't take root. 


The next step was to plant 3,- 


000 small cedar trees in the 
bottom of the hole. "About 1,- 
500 of them lived to grow to a 
six-foot-height.

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fine wildlife area. I have seen a 
deer in the pit and there are 
pheasants that nest in there," 
Martin said. 


"I would like to put in a 


windmill and a well so there 
would be water for the 
wildlife. They would be 
protected from the wind and 
from cattle, but so far we 
haven't bad time to get it 
done," Martin said. 


Today the hole is filled with 


growing grass, trees and there 
is no sign of the blowing sand 
that once threatened to engulf 
the entire farm. 


'You can't control a Diowout 


by putting some tires in it. You 
can mulch it with manure and 
grass but unless you keep cat- 
tle out of it, tne darn thing will 
keep growing," said Larry 
Brooks, specialist with the Soil 
Conservation Service at 
Imperial. 


Brooks and Martin said they 


think the area could be grazed 
successfully with cattle, but 
the danger of restarting the 
blowout is very great. "The 
fine sand is still there. You 
would have to graze the area 
very carefully to keep it from 


blowing again," Brooks said. 


Blowouts are a major 


management problem for 
Sandhills ranchers. They often 
start near a well or salt block 
where cattle gather, but they 
also start around a telephone 
pole, a tree, on a rock or near a 
gate where grass is worn away 
in the fragile ecology of the 
Sandhills. 


"Most blowouts will cure 


themselves if you can just keep 
cattle out of them. The best 
cure of all is don't over-graze 
any area of the ranch," Brooks 
said.

The rains and snow may not 


be enough to make a crop, but 
it appears to have triggered a 
lot of optimism that could lead 
to increased 
fertilizer 


purchases and a need to sell 
some grain to pay for the 
spring planting requirements. 


Most farmers have managed 


to line up credit to get them 
through the planting season so 
the real restriction on the 1977 
crop will continue to be the 
weather. 


Exports are lagging behind 


last year's pace, particularly 
in wheat but the pace is picking 
up a bit as the common market 
people have restricted their 
exports. Brazil seems to be 
tightening Its soybean exports 
a bit in order to keep their 
crushing plants operating near 
maximum capacity. 


Wheat growers may get a 


slight price boost from reports 
of a decline in the condition of 
the crop as the weather 
warms. Obviously the crop has 
been damaged but it will take 
warm weather to demonstrate 
how bad the situation is. 


Soybean prices reached $7.50 


at country elevators and the 
speculators are falling over 
themselves to try a few beans, 
so it is still possible to see 
further price increases. 


The political situation in the 


Republic of South Africa could 
expand feed grain and wheat 
markets for U.S. producers if 
nations that normally buy 
wheat and feed grains from the 
republic restrict their trade 
with that country. 


Feed grain use and exports 


have remained high but our 
stocks are large enough to 
depress the market unless the 
weather stays very dry in the 
combelt states.

It is time the sugar industry, 


the sugar beet growers, the 
sugar cane growers, the honey 
producers, the people who 
make sugars and syrup from 
corn and the other sweeteners 
get together on a national 
program. 


To pass a sugar bill without 


considering the needs of others 
is shortsighted and darn dumb. 
If you increase the price of any 
one of these sweeteners out of 
proportion to the others you 
will create more problems 
than you will solve. 


Consumers need to realize 


that we need a sugar policy for 
the same reason that we need 
an energy policy. We already 
are importing half our sugar, 
over half of our oil and all our 
coffee. 


If you drive the domestic 


sugar producers and com- 
panies out of business you will 
have a sugar cartel just like 
the coffee and oil price setters 
we are struggling to cope with 
today. 


We need a sweetener bill 


that provides a decent oppor- 
tunity for domestic producers 
supplemented by some imports 
to hold prices to a level con- 
sumers can tolerate. 


Consumers need such a bill 


although they don't know it. 
Everyone needs bees even if 
they don't much like them. If 
you destroy the income of the 
beekeeper then the bees stop 
pollinating crops and we all 
starve. 
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There is an interesting new 


product available at some 
farm stores that mixes an oil 
with nitrogen bacteria for 
treating soybean and peaseed. 
The new air planters make it 
impossible to apply the old 
dust type of nitrogen in the 
planter box. It is amazing to 
see the liquid nitrogen attach 
itself to the beans like a kid 
eating a jelly sandwich . . . 
pretty soon it is all over 
everything. 


Hog raisers now have a new 


product to prevent rhinitis in 
pigs. A piggy has a fancy air 
filtering system hidden in his 
snout that can go completely 
haywire of he gets rhinitis.

that are bent because of the 
disease. Others seem to have 
the sniffles: 


It really hurts the pig. He 


eats poorly, gains weight slow- 
ly and expensively. The end 
result is that the farmer who 
raises pigs, eats poorly and his 


kids dress poorly too. 
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The latest issue of Agrl News 


claims that 4.2 trillion gallons 
of water fall on the 48 con- 
tiguous states every day. That 
is over 20,000 gallons a day for 
each American. It amounts to 
30 inches of rain annually. 
Somehow we don't seem to be 
getting our share. 


Worse yet, 99% of the 


world's water supply is either 
too salty to use or is locked in 
the polar ice caps. 
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One major seed company is 


starting to sell milo seed in 
bags that contain a specific 
number of seeds instead of by 
weight. 


Farmers have always 


planted milo seed by the pound 
but some varieties may have 
12,000 seeds in a pound and 
some 22,000. Planting by 
weight can cause the farmer to 
plant 40,000 more seeds than he 
needs. You get poor stands, 
stalk lodging and lots of other 
problems. 


Farming is getting-a little 


more complicated every year. 
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It has been a while since we 


have heard much about the 
Sahelian area in Africa which 
suffered a record drought a 
few years ago. Now they have 
a new problem. 


It started raining tnere again 


in 1974 bringing hopes of better 
crops and adequate food 
supplies. Along with the rain 
came an invasion of rodents, 
insects and pests that is utterly 
mind-boggling. 


Possibly some pests came 


with donated food, or changes 
in the environment created 
favorable conditions for their 
population increase.

Nebraskans who have been diligently 


practicing energy conservation 
measures during the fall and winter 
should not slacken off when spring 
arrives. 


That's the advice of Dr. Ralph E. 


Neild. professor of horticulture at the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln, who 


said the spring period, March through 
May. is actually colder than the fall 
season, September-November.' 


"Spring only seems warmer because 


it is a season of warming rather than 
cooling temperatures," he explained. 
To put it another way, 25% of the 
heating season, the opportunity to con- 


serve fuel and money, remains after 
March 1. Dr. Neild said. 


Afternoon temperatures in Nebraska 


on March 21, when the sun crosses the 
equator into the northern hemisphere, 
normally range from the mid 40s in the 
northeast to the low 50s in the south and 
•west. 


"March is a month of wide 


temperature fluctuation*. l»w«yer- 
and sudden changes may be expected. 
Maximum temperature* of "degrees 
are not uncommon," Dr. Neild said. 


However, he added. 
minimums of rero degrees or coWer. 


Efforts to build better grain 


storage facilities and to 
protect crops in the field are 
improving, but they still have a 
long way to go before they will 
be able to feed their population 
even with the rain.

A Ntibraiki Health Department ad- 


ministrator saM Sunday a plan was 
being developed to provide more infor- 
mation regarding number of hospital 
beds available statewide. 


Burke Casari, director of the 


department's Division of Hospitals and 
Medical Facilities, said his agency has 
devoted considerable attention to the 
Omaha and Lincoln areas where 
studies have shown a surplus of 
hospital beds. 


"I think that when we look at the 


state as a whole," Casari said, "we'll 
find our need will be not more beds but 
better distribution of physicians and 
medical services." 


Casari said much of the hospital 


expansion in Omaha and Lincoln was 
set in motion before his division 
received the authority in 1973 to review 
applications for hospital and nursing 
projects forwarded for federal con- 
struction money or patient reimburse- 
ment funds. 


Abortions rise 
16.76% in 1976 
United Pros International 


A State Health Department report shows women from 80 of 


Nebraska's 93 counties had abortions last year, an increase of 
16.76% from 1975. 


Mary Lou Eastman, director of the department's Division 


of Health Data and Statistical Research, said abortions may in- 
crease again this year but could be lower in number than last 
year when 3,977 abortions were performed. That compared with 
3,406 in 1975. 


The report showed the typical Nebraska woman who had an 


abortion was in her early 20s or younger, white, unmarried and 
pregnant for the first time. 


The abortions were performed in Omaha, Lincoln and 


Oshkosh. 


Women's Services of Omaha .preformed an estimated 2,141 


abortions, while the Ladies Center in Omaha accounted for 1,- 
151. The University of Nebraska Medical Center in Omaha per- 
formed 512 abortions. 


The report said 40.97o of the women were 19 or younger, 


67.87* had never been married and 94.7% had never had an abor- 
tion previously. One woman had eight previous abortions. 


An estimated 542 of the women who underwent abortions 


had one child while 461 had two children. 


The abortions were performed by 32 physicians. Two of 


them reported doing more than 500 abortions and two others did 
between 100 and 499, the report said. 


Of the total abortions performed, 73.1% were done on 


Nebraska residents, compared with 77.1% in 1975. 


During the last two years, Casari 


said eight of 55 hospital plans have in- 
volved beds and three of them were 
expansions. 


In addition to Methodist and 


Children's Hospitals in Omaha, the 
expansions included a total of 20 beds at 
Falls City and four at Valentine. 


Casari said he preferred not to dis- 


cuss the 280-bed joint proposal sub- 
mitted by Methodist and Children's 
since the hospitals are appealing his 
ruling rejecting the project. 


"In many cases we have approved 


applications after getting agreements 
to cut out excess beds," Casari said. 


Casari predicted hospital expansion 


projects in Nebraska will decline in the 
future. 


He said health care trends show 


treatment and preventive medical 
measures not requiring hospitalization 
and both state and federal governments 
were discouraging the addition of 
rooms and beds until local population 
and treatment patterns warrant it.

Omaha UP) - Sen. Harrison Schmitt, R-N.M., the last man 


to walk on the moon irH972, told an Omaha news conference be 
will work against any'budget cuts-in the space program. 


Schmitt was in Omaha to speak at the Lincoln Day dinner of 


the Douglas County Republican Party. He held the news con- 
ference and toured Boys Town before the dinner. 


He said in his travels around the nation, he has noted tre- 


mendous interest in the space program, especially among 
young people. 


"There are young people today who are going to be the 


parents of the first Martians," he said, adding that the United 
States is the only nation with the potential to carry out a com- 
plete space program. 


When asked how the program could benefit Nebraska, the 


senator said sensing and computer techniques developed for the 
space program are being used for such things as a worldwide 
wheat inventory system and long-range weather forecasting. 


Schmitt, 41, said communication and weather satellites have 


far-reaching effects for all of mankind. 


He said there JS a need for both, manned and unmanned ve- 


hicles in space depending on the required activity. 


He pointed out that defense observation platforms in space 


probably could be manned because "people will think more 
about attacking a manned satellite." 


Schmitt also sees the space program as a means of helping to 


solve the world's energy crisis. Space technology, he said, 
helped pioneer conservation, and without it, "we may never get 
back." 


The senator foresees spaced-based solar power plants and 


space as a place to dispose of nuclear waste products.

Omaha (AP) — Omaha Police Chief Richard Andersen says if 


the state law on marijuana is replaced by either of two bills 
being debated by the Legislature, it would create problems. 


Neligh Sen. John DeCamp's LB187 would decrease the penalty 


for possessing small amounts of marijuana. Omaha Sen. Pat 
Venditte's LB269 would inflict harsher punishment for the same 
offense. 


DeCamp's bill also provides for a citation, similar to a traffic 


ticket, rather than full arrest and booking for persons caught 
with one ounce or less of marijuana. 


Andersen agrees with that approach. Omaha police have been 


issuing such citations for small amounts of marijuana for about 
19 months under the current law, because, Andersen says, "It is 
less costly." 


DeCamp's bill, which was meant to soften the penalty for 


misdemeanor possession may mean higher fines in Omaha. 


As DeCamp orginally wrote it, the bill called for "up to a $100 


fine" for possession of an ounce or less or marijuana. Penalty 
for possession of between an ounce and a pound would remain 
as in current law. a fine of up to $500, seven days in jail, or both. 


The Legislature's Judiciary Committee, however, last week 


changed the bill so that a flat $100 fine would be mandatory for 
possession of an ounce or less. 


O m a h a Municipal Court judges routinely levy fines of less 


than $100 for first-time marijuana possession. 


Since penalties are a court function, Andersen said he is not 


overly-concerned with them. However, he is concerned with the 
provision of DeCamp's bill that would a allow a person to erase 
any first-offense drug conviction from his criminal record after 
three years without another conviction. 


Andersen said he strongly objects since a person convicted of 


selling heroin could be sent to prison for three years, get out and 
and then have his conviction erased from his record. 


Andersen: said he would not strongly object to such a provi- 


sion for misdemeanor marijuana possession convictions. 


Venditte's bill proposes a fine of up to $1,000, a jail sentence of 


up to 30 days, or both, for misdemeanor marijuana convictions. 


Andersen-'said he is not necessarily against harsher penal- 


ties. But, he said. Municipal Court only is allowed to handle 
cases in which the maximum fine is $500. 


"If this bill went through," Andersen said, "it would mean all 


marijuana cases would have to be tried in District Court." 


That would mean a complete booking system, preliminary 


hearings and a bind over process which Anderson said would 
cost more money and time.

Entertaining guests for dinner atshome is 


still one of the least expensive forms of an 
evening's entertainment — even with* today's 
food costs! 


In fact, with well-chosen menus and an eye 


open for supermarket specials, you can enter- 
tain six for dinner for less than fll, and four 
can enjoy dinner for under $9. And even with 
hors d'oeuvres and wine, the total cost can be 
minimal. 


A cost breakdown of dinner menus es- 


pecially prepared for The Star shows a savory 
pot roast dinner with all the trimmings can be 
served to four people for approximately $8.88 
and an Oriental steak strips and rice dinner for 
six can cost as little as $10.86. 


Jayne Hager, head of consumer services 


• for the National Livestock and Meat Board, 


who prepared the menus and itemized costs, 
said she has personally tried the recipes and 
both she and her guests were delighted. 


And although her cost tabulations were 


based on Chicago's prices, a check with local 
supermarkets indicates item costs in Lincoln 
are much in line. 


However, depending upon the fluctuating 


prices of such items as meat, produce and 
coffee, costs will vary some from week to 
week, but a check this week indicates the total 
figure would be nearly equal. 


For example, in the costs used by Miss 


Hager, boneless round steak was listed at $1.79 
per pound, while this cut was on special locally 
this week at $1.38 and $1.39 per pound. 


A comparison with other items showed 


many to be lower in price; however, coffee 
prices are now considerably higher than when 
Miss Hager prepared the cost figures. 


A check this week-of coffee prices shows 


they have skyrocketed to as much as $3.69 per 
pound for the leading name brands. This is con- 
siderably more than the $2.39 price listed by 
Miss Hager. 


However, green peppers, green onions, 


mushrooms, apjiles and oranges were con- 
siderably lower in price, according to locat 
supermarket ads. 


According to Miss Hager, you can buy the 


least expensive brands of staple items without 
the quality of the meal suffering. 


"I used mar{parine instead of butter 


(except at the table.1, sour half and half instead 
of sour cream and house brands in all of the 
staple or canned items," she said. 


Miss Hager guarantees the recipes will fit 


in with the "Nebraska 'meat and potatoes' 
kind of meals," and will provide plenty of food 
for the specified number of people. 


And although they aren't too potatoey, 


"they wjll satisfy any raan's hunger."

Tree cutting delay 
asked by Cavanaugh 


Omaha (AP) - Rep. John Cavanaufh uld Sunday he will 


ask Gov. J. J. Exon to order at teut • temporary reprieve for 
trees along Nebraska highways. 


Cavanaugh met Sunday with a group opposing a state 


highway Department road safety program aimed at removing 
trees within 30 feet of highways across the state. 


Highway Department officials have agreed to call a 


moratorium on tree cutting until the group presents its case at a 
March 25 meeting. 


Patricia Zieg of Ashland told Cavanaugh about 16,000 trees 


are scheduled to be removed in Nebraska under the first phase 
of the Federal Highway Safety Act, and hundreds already have 
been cut. 


Ms. Zieg said the sate has not included the number of trees 


cut in the past three years in its report to the federal agency. "I 
don't think they honestly know," she said. 


Mrs. Bill Fanner of Ashland said the federal act identifies 


15 different roadside obstacles, but there are many higher on 
the list than trees. The act specifies that roadside trees be in- 
ventoried, not removed, she said. 


Roger Lett, also of Ashland, said the highway department 


does not consider the tree removals a major program, so an en- 
vironmental impact statement to the federal government is not 
needed. 


Cavanaugh said if he does not have all the facts by March 


25, he will request a delay in continuance of the program. "I 
don't think a six-week delay will hurt anyone," he said. 
American Stores plant 
shuts down temporarily 


The American Stores meat packing plant in Lincoln has 


been temporarily shut down, laying off about 700 workers, 
Manager George David said Sunday. 


Workers have been told to remain off the job until they 


receive further notice, he said. 


The shutdown is in response to "a lack of orders from stores 


back East," according to David. The Lincoln plant is the 
exclusive supplier of meat products to 500 Acme Super Markets 
in eastern states. 


David said he thought the stoppage is due to a labor dispute 


among the eastern stores, possibly a strike. 


G. I. restaurant robbed 


Grand Island — Police were looking for two men who 


reportedly robbed Dreisbach's restaurant of a large amount of 
money early Sunday morning. 


The robbers apparently entered the restaurant at 1:58 a.m., 


and got away with 
money in a large white bag. One man was 


armed with an automatic hand gun. 


He was described as a white male, 5 feet 10 inches tall, 


weighing 180 pounds, wearing a blue ski mask over his face. 


There was no description of the other robber. 


Fire hits Dragon cafe 


Fire struck the House of the Dragon at 68110 early Sunday, 


causing considerable damage to the kitchen area and smoke 
damage to the entire building. 


The fire began in a storage room behind the kitchen, then 


spread to the kitchen where walls, light fixtures and food were 
heavily damaged, firemen reported. 


The cause of the blaze is being investigated. 


Ogallala blaze flares again 


Ogallala firefighters were twice called back to the scene of 


a Holiday Inn fire over the weekend. 


Authorities said smouldering ashes apparently rekindled a 


fire in the motel's lounge on Sunday*and in the kitchen area on 
Saturday. 


State Fire Marshal Del Cerney was to return Monday to in- 


vestigate the cause of Friday's fire, which resulted in more 
than $500,000 damage. 


The lobby, restaurant, banquet facilities and offices were 


destroyed. The 153-unit motel suffered no damage and Holiday 
Inn officials hoped to have it back in operation by late Monday 
evening for room rentals.

Dead caller 'fond' of Carter 
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Associated Press 


Rev. James Baker 


... asked about consumers 


Ridgeland, S.C. (UPI) - Jimmy Baker says 


his father was always interested in politics and 
was "very fond" of President Carter. So when 
he heard Carter planned to answer questions 
from the public during a radio talk show, he 
decided to call. 


The Rev. James Baker Sr. got through to 


Carter at 3:15 p.m. Saturday. He commended 
the President on his efforts to restore morality 
to government, then asked what could be done to 
protect consumers from being cheated and sold 
shoddy merchandise. 


At 4:45 p.m., Baker, a 55-year-old Baptist 


minister, died at Jasper County General 
Hospital of a heart attack. 


"He was talking to my mother's sister, 


telling her about talking to the President when 
he dropped the telephone and died," Jimmy 
Baker, one of Baker's three sons, said Sunday. 


Baker Sr. was the 24th caller to get through 


to Carter, who spoke to 42 Americans during the 


nationally broadcast (C«!>) program. 


Baker said his father read in the newspaper 


about the call-in show. 


"We were sort of joking about calling the 


President and he decided to try it," he said. "I 
tried it one time and the line was tied up, but he 
just continued to try." 


Carter told Baker he would support legisla- 


tion devised by the Ford administration, not 
necessarily with the same language, creating a 
Federal Consumer Protection Agency. 


"If 1 don't do that before I get out of office, I 


will .consider my administration a failure," the 
President said. 


After Baker hung up, he called the phar- 


macy where his wife works to tell her about the 
conversation, bis son said. Then, he called 
Margaret Davis, his sister-in-law. He had the 
heart attack while talking to her.

Carter sent the family a telegram of con- 


dolences Saturday afternoon.

Omaha (AP) - The class of 1977 of 


Omaha Westside will be the first 
required to prove by testing that its 
members are competent in reading,, 
math, written and oral communications, 
consumerism, the democratic process 
and problem solving. 


If a student fail to pass one or more of 


these tests, the diploma will so stipulate. 
District 66 ii the first school system in 
Nebraska to require proof of minimum 
competency for graduation. 


David Fitzekam, reading specialist for 


Westside High, said two members of the 
class of 1977 have still to pass the re- 
quired reading test. Both are transfer 


students, he said and have not taken the 
test. 


He said there are a few special educa- 


tion students who are not able to pass the 
test and the deficiency will be noted on 
their diplomas. 


Jim Porter, director of reading for the 


district, said the reading test is ad- 
ministered in the ninth grade. "If a child 
has difficulty reading, he will have dif- 
ficulty reading any other tests. It's a- 
very important skill that everyone in our 
society should have," he said. 


Dr. Neils Wodder, assistant super- 


intendent for research and evaluation, 
said the Gates MacGinitie Reading Test 


is used to measure vocabulary and com- 
prehension. 


Hypothetically, ninth graders taking 


the ninth grade tests should score at SO 
per cent, Dr. Wodder said. 


If a student proves that he has at least 


an eighth grade reading ablility, he has 
passed his competency test. 


Dr. Wodder summed up the reasoning 
behind the compentency requirement. 
•'When you graduated from high school 
maybe you deserved it, but you 
wondered about someone else who 
graduated with you. I think we're saying 
that a diploma does mean something." What then?

Columbus, Ohio (AP)-City 


school closed by the natural 
gas shortage a month ago are 
scheduled to reopen Monday,

On Feb. 4. 140 of the city's 


175 schools shut down, with 
temperatures held only at 
maintenance levels to keep 
pipelines from freezing. Other 
schools used alternate fuels to 
remain open for once-a-week 
classes attended by bused-in 
students. 


For students unable to reach 


the few schools that were open, 
tutoring sessions were held in 
private homes, local beer 
parlors, pizza cafes, billiard 
halls and corporate boar- 
drooms. 


Visits to foundries, glass fac- 


tories, banks and insurance of- 
fices were organized to give 
school children practical 
education. 


The city's newspapers 


printed pages of learning 
material — including tests — 
and radio and television 
stations blocked out hours for 
"classrooms-on-the-air." 


Some of the 350 teachers who 


became radio and TV per- 
formers are not necessarily 
pleased that their days before 
the cameras and microphones 
are coming to an end. 


"We had only one week to 


get ready. We wrote and 
rewrote our scripts," said 
Jack Gulp, 31, an American 
history teacher. "We had only 
12 minutes each day on the air, 
but after a few shows I had to 
fight against an ego trip. I was 
infatuated with the medium." 


David Black, a junior high 


school social science teacher, 
said he was nervous at first but 
after three weeks on the air. 
"I'm waiting for one of the 
networks to offer me a con- 
tract."

Girl champs remember first game

York sophomore Jacque 


Kidder scored eight points. Lo 
Cunningham, only a freshman, 
"had seven. Sophomore guard 
Ann Heermann tallied 10 for 
Lincoln East. 


Times have changed since 


the first girls prep basketball 
game was staffed by the Sun- 
day Journal and Star. 


It's vividly remembered. 
Played in East's girls gym 


with folding chairs set up to ac- 
comodate the spectators along 
the sidelines. East hammered 
York, 47-28, before a standing- 
room crowd over-estimated by 
an anxious sports writer at 250 
on Tuesday night, December 
17, 1974. 


Heermann. Cunningham and 


Kidder were just a few of those 
participating in that initial 
game for both schools who also 
accepted their state cham- 
pionship trophy and medals at 
the Nebraska Sports Center 
Saturday night. 


The combined evening ses- 


sion crowd witnessing York's 
drive to the Class B title and 
East's Class-. A championship 
was listed at an accurate 5,891. 
A far-cry from that over- 
estimated figure at East High. 


Who would have figured that 


initial game had both the first 
state Class A and Class B 
champion playing. Especially 
after the final score. 


The reserve game was even 


worse. York jumped out to an 
8-7 first quarter lead and then 
succumbed 57-8. The Dukes 
went scoreless the last three 
quarters. 


But as York figured it, there 


was no way to go but up. 


"It was so frustrating," 


Kidder recalled. "We were 
scrambling around on the bus, 
drawing plays out on the seats, 
trying to figure out what 
strategy we were going to use. 


"We were just supposed to 


have an intramural type 
program that first year," said 
Kidder, who along with Heer- 
mann and East's Barb Hart, 
also a member of that first 
team, earned all-tournament 
honors. "But Coach Pesek 
(Shelly) wanted us to play 
some real games. It was so 
terrible." 


Coach Pesek has now given 


way to Tom Shepard, the 
Dukes' coach for the past two 
seasons. 


"It's really helped having 


the same coach for two years 
now." Kidder said. "He told us 


that he thinks we're going to 
play East next year." 


Kidder will be gone. So will 


Jo Junge and Deb Rupprecht, 
both starters on that 1974 
team. But Cunningham and 
Mare Beaver, another member 
of that first team, will return. 


So will Rita Makovicka, a 


sophomore who sank the win- 
ning basket against Lexington. 
She was just an eighth-grader 
wjien everything started. 


"I think for us to play with 


Lincoln East this year, we 
would have had to play like we 
did in districts against Seward 
and Schuyler," Kidder said. 
"That was almost the state 
tournament right there. It will 
be neat when they play. East 
has so much going for them. 
But now, so do we." 


Kidder couldn't say that 


three years ago. 


"It used to be that we could 


hear the coach yell at us from 
the bench and it embarrassed 
us," Kidder said.^Now, the 
crowd is so loud, nobody can 
hear him. The people of York 
have been great. 


"I still can't believe 


everything has happened," she 
added. "It was great to confe 
home and be met by a big 
reception of fans."

Other than the girls state basketball tournament, nothing on 


the prep sports scene lately has been cussed and discussed more 
than the experimental wild card system to select state tourna- 
ment teams. 


It appears to be a popular concept, but a controversial one 


as well. 


Especially in Lincoln. Southeast and Northeast were 


waiting in line last Wednesday night. They expected to be the 
first two occupants in the Sports Center, paying their wild card 
rent as deposits for highly successful regular seasons. 


So what happened? Omaha North and Papillion were both 


upset by Omaha Central and Omaha Benson, respectively, in 
district championship games. 


tt signaled eviction notices for both Southeast (15-5) and 


Northeast (14-5) with North (19-4) and Papillion (16-4) advan- 
cing to the state tournament via the wild card. 


One upset would have been greeted rather midly. Two 


caused the rumblings, even if it was among the fans instead of 
the players and coaches directly affected. 


The controversy is not so much that North and Papillion 


lost. The controversy is with the system itself. What did North 
and Papio have to gain by winning when they already had a 
state tournament berth assured? 


That, it seems, is the problem. There was no incentive. In 


fact, using Papillion coach Dick Muma's Tuesday night 
remarks that he has "no love" for either Southeast (which beat 
his club twice during the regular season) or Northeast, there 
even might have been a secret "death wish" to lose. 


Taking away a school's incentive to win hurts the wild card 


concept. It could be solved, it seems, by placing more premium 
on district competition without destroying the basic concept. 


It could be accomplished rather easily by according the 


wild card entries automatic No. 7 and No. 8 seeds behind the six 
district champions in the state tournament pairings. 


That would re-install the incentive to. win factor, even 


though a team already had clinched a wild card berth into the 
state tournament. 


Would North and Papillion, for instance, had played with 


. more intensity in their district finals had they known they would 
draw top-seeded Grand Island in the state tournament opener? 


To us, the answer is yes. 
Jim Riley, the executive secretary for the Nebraska School 


Activities Assn. (NSAA), doesn't necssarily agree. 


'Would it be right if a district champion with a 4-16 record 


be seeded ahead of a wild card entry with a 19-1 record? he 


38 "Personally," he added, "I would rather see us go to a point 
system and chart it like we do football, compiling the wm-loss 
record of the opposition you play. 


"That would make it more doubtful who the wild caro 


teams would be. It might not be the team with the ^twinning 
percentage," he pointed out. "I prefer that rationale because it 
would deviate from the strict season record situation. 


Riley said he opposes seeding the wild card teams seventh 


and eighth "because season records are the most legitimate 
way of seeding teams. I don't know if we're ready for a com- 
plicated point system, but I would like that more than seeding 
wild cards seventh and eighth." 


Seeding teams will never be totally acceptable to everyone, 


according to Riley. "I think it's always been questionable, he 


Sa' The first-year NSAA chief isn't waiting to judge the success 
of the wild card. He already likes what he sees. 


"I think it's a good bunch of teams - from top to bottom — 


in Class A this year," Riley said Sunday. 


Southeast and Northeast fans would probably agree with 


him. But in the same breath, they might add: "It could be even 
better."

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Swine flu vaccine shots 
resumption is opposed 


CARMICHAEL 


By Loult Harris 


A 55-26% majority of Americans is opposed 


to HEW Secretary Joseph Callfano's order to 
resume swine flu vaccine shots for older and 
chronically ill people. 


In this latest Harris Survey of 1,466 adults, 


a narrow 4140% feel that the swine flu vaccine 
is unsafe. Among the 38% who say that either 
they or someone in their family has had the 
swine flu shot, 13% — or one in every 20 adults 
— report side effects. 


Worries over the safety of swine flu vac- 


cine, however, are only part of the reason for 
the public's aversion to continuing the 
program. A 49-35% plurality is also convinced 
that "the warnings issued by the government 
about the potential dangers of a swine flu 
epidemic were exaggerated." 


A decisive 66-29% majority gives the U.S. 


government low marks on the way it has 
handled the program. This vote of no con- 
fidence reflects the extraordinarily high public 
uncertainty over the way federal public

health officials have handled epidemics and 
outbreaks of disease. The inability of federal 
health officials to explain the deaths of the peo- 
ple who attended the American Legion conven- 
tion in Philadelphia lai* summer and the 
hullabaloo over a swine flu epidemic that has 
not yet materialized obviously have left the 
public shaken. 


The implications of tius development are 


serious. If another health crisis arises and ef- 
forts are made to- immunize large numbers of 
people, public skepticism can be expected to be 
high. It is apparent that the U.S. Center for 
Disease Control in Atlaiata, responsible for 
developing the swine flu vaccine, has much to 
"do to rebuild public confidence in its credibility 
and competence.

Men arrested in Omaha 
in cocaine sales case 


Omaha (DPI) - Two Iowa men were arrested Sunday at an 


Omaha motel in connection with the sale of six ounces of 
cocaine to three Nebraska State Patrol drug agents. 


Capt. Lynn Parks, head of the patrol's criminal division, 


described the $11,000 purchase as "one of the largest sales ever 
made" in Nebraska. 


He said drug agents have made arrests in the past for the 


sale or possession of smaller amounts of cocaine, but, he said. 
"Six ounces is a heck of a lot of-cocaine for this area." 


The two men, one 22 years of age and the other 29, were held 


in the Douglas County Jail to await the filing of formal charges 
Monday in County Court, Parks said. 


He said the three patrol agents purchased the six ounces of 


cocaine from one man inside the motel room. The second man 
was sitting in a car parked in the motel parking lot and was 
arrested following the purchase, Parks said. He said one ounce 
of cocaine was found on the man in the car. 


Parks said the arrests were part of "an ongoing investiga- 


tion for the past several weeks by these officers." He said the 
investigation covered "several areas of the state and ended up 
in the purchase today in Omaha." 


Brothers both killed in bar 


Oklahoma City (AP) — A man who went to a bar apparently 


seeking revenge for his brother's shooting death was himself 
shot to death at the bar, just 19 hours after his brother was 
killed, police said. 


Police said Roscoe Derricot, 21, of Oklahoma City, was shot 


at 4:10 a.m. Saturday morning after he allegedly assaulted the 
bar's owner, Albert Thompson, 55. 


Thompson was booked on a complaint of assault with a 


deadly weapon and released on bond. 


The dead man's brother, Zand Derricott. 27, of Eubanks. 


Calif., went to the Ram's Inn at about 11 p.m. Saturday ap- 
parently seeking revenge and was shot after he allegedly 
threatened the bar manager, Howard Sisher, police said.

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Norden Dam ruling termed small inconvenience or great break_

Depending on who you ask, the ruling Friday by 


Federal District Judge Warren K. Urbom which 
stopped work on the Norden Dam project is either a 
great break or a small inconvenience. 


Wes Sandall of Bassett, a leader of Save the 


Niobrara River Association, said the ruling, which 
found the enviornmental impact statement 
deficient in four areas, shows the individual can 
fight the government in the courts and come out a 
winner. 


"It's a great break for the small farmer,'' San- 


dall said. The time that the U.S. Bureau of 
Reclamation will use to correct the statement and 
have it reviewed will be time the environmental 
group will use to try to convince people in 
Washington, D.C., that the project should be 
scrapped, he said. 


But Alfred Drayton of O'Neill, president of the 


North Central Reclamation District, said Urbom's 
ruling will only bring a slight delay to the $167- 
million 77,000-acre irrigation project in north cen- 
tral Nebraska. 


Save the Niobrira tried to prove the en- 


vironmental •impact statement was deficient in 21 
categories, Drayton pointed out, but Urbom only 
upheld four points. 


The statement needs further ^formation on 


geological instability at the dam site, studies on the 
effect on groundwater quality and wildlife, and an 
alternative that would improve farming without 
diminishing the grounwater reserves by irrigation, 
Urbom ruled. 


The impact statement must be changed to cor- 


rect those inadequacies, then reviewed before work 
on the project can resume, Urbom said. 


"They (the environmentalists) didn't win 


anything — only four out of 21," Drayton said. "I'm 
pleased, it could have been 20 out of 21." 


Drayton said he didn't know if Urbom's ruling 


would be appealed, but thought it would be easier to 
"repair the book and go on." 


The Bureau of Reclamation will make a deci- 


sion sometimes this week on what steps it will take 
on the project in light of Urbom's ruling, according 
to John Mayne, bureau chief for Nebraska. 


Urbom's ruling and the accompanying 25-page 


opinion may prove to be a landmark in the fight 
between environmentalists and the government. 
But neither side came out winning or losing all. 


During the ltday trial, Save the Niobrara 


charged that the final environmental impact state- 
ment on the project was inadequate, and produced 
witnesses to support the claim. The government 
countered that one mint consider all the documents 
written on the project - a stack at lent two feet 
high — plus any book or article footnoted in any of 
the documents, when deciding whether the report 
was adequate. 


Urbom ruled that the final statement, which 


was used by Congress to decide whether to fund the 
project, must stand on its own. The National En- 
vironmental Protection Act calls for "a" detailed 
statement, Urbom ruled. People should not be 
forced to !or* elsewhere to get information to make 
a decision. 


But, Urbom also ruled, the final statement need 


not be exhao-tive, and he cite.l 
which sayi the document mmt provide enough in- 
formation to make a reasonable choke. 


In ruling that the impact statement was in- 


adequate in discussing the danger* of geological in- 
stability, Urbom said those dangers do not have to 
be eliminated before building the dam. 


"I hold only that the uncertainty... must be 


expressed ia the (statement) so that a decision- 
maker may weigh it on the scales," Urbom said. 


Most testimony in the Norden Dam trial came 


from experts in geology, economics and 
agriculture. And, as can be expected when such 
men gather, the experts didn't agree. 


But an impact statement does not have to 


choose which expert is best, according to Urbom's 
opinion. It must only give "a clear set of alter- 
natives" to people who will make a decision on a 
project. 


"The 
fact that opposing arguments can be 


made does not obliterate that permissible view- 
point (held by the bureau)," the opinion states.
